GIVE US A SHORT SESSION. 
The thirty-thlrd annual session of the 
Wisconsin Legislature will convene at 
Madison at twelve o'clock on Monday 
next. There is nothing of special import­ 
ance for the Legislature to do this winter, 
except perhaps, to consider the question of 
restoring the death penalty for the crime 
of premeditated and unprovoked murder, 
to regulate the rate of interest, and to dis­ 
cuss the biennial session plan. These 
questions will very likely receive much 
mo;e attention than any other measures 
that will come before the Legislature aud 
no conjecture can be safely made as to the 
result. 
While 
there seems to exist a 
necessity tor a more effective mode of 
punishing murderers, there is still much 
prejudice in the State against the scaffold 
and the appalling murders com art ted here 
during the last year aod a half, do not 
seem to make the revival of the death pen 
aby a certainty. A vory large majority of 
people in Southern Wisconsin are strongly 
In favor of the gallows, especially tor such 
subjects as Baumgarten and Christiansen 
but whether a majority in the Legislature 
can be made to think as they do, is yet 
undetermined. 
It is lair to presume that the bill to 
reduce the legal rate of interest, and 
the 
resolution 
to 
submit 
to the 
people the question of 
changing the 
Constitution so as to provide for biennial 
sessions, will be brought up. and that they 
ill be largely discussed. Aside from these 
questions, there is nothing of special im­ 
portance to claim the attention of the 
Legislature. For this reason, it is to be 
hoped that there will be a reasonably short 
session. The shorter the better. All there 
is to do can be done in less than five or six 
weeks, and done well. As the Republicans 
are largely in the majority, aod must be 
responsible for the quality and quantity of 
the Legislative business transacted this 
winter, they 
nhould 
see 
that 
their 
work is well done and the session not 
unnecessarily long. Half of the bills in­ 
tr >Jucjd at 
every session are totally 
divested of all merit. 
It costa time and 
mooey to consider these proposed mersures, 
worthless as they are, aod the Republicans 
should consider these facts, and wisely do 
their duty, and faithfully r< present their 
constituents, by rapidly disposing of all 
such bu:loess, and making the session of 
18S0 a model one both regarding its short­ 
ness and the character of the work done. 
There will bs no excuse for a session ex­ 
tending over fifty or sixty days, nnless 
more important questions than are now 
thought of are brought before the Logia- 
la are.

San F rancisco, January IO—For forty- 
eight hours, ending this morning, a snow­ 
storm has raged in the Sierra Nevada*. 
Along tbs line of the Central Pacific K in­ 
road snow fell to the dopth of eight or leo 
feet, and the wind drifted the cut* full. 
Three snow 
slides occurred 
between 
Emigrant Gap 
and

crushing 
sheds and blockading the 
track. In

five feet deep on tho top of the wrecked 
sheds. 
Five hundred feet of shedding 
west of Tamarack btation is destroyed. 
The overland passenger train lrom the 
east, and the Virginia fast train which left 
this city yesterday, are at Goldrun. The 
passenger train from the east,due here at 
noon to day, is on a side-track at Truckee, 
waiting tor the blockade to be raised. A 
large force of men and snow plows are at 
work 
removmg tho snow from 
the 
wrecked sheds. Telegrams received at 
noon to-day report the storm Is subsiding, 
and is is believed the road will be cleared 
to-night if no farther slide&^occur.

LSamuole, ten miles from La Crosse. Tho 
cave is thirty feet lung, thirteen feet wido, 
and about eight feet high. Above the 
quarry sand, which h6s evidently drifted 
la and covered the floor to the depth of 
three to six feet, upon the walls, are very 
ru le carvings representing men, animals, 
arms and implements, and some appear to 
be bu roglyphies. One picture represents 
men. with bows and arrows, shooting ani­ 
mals, three buffaloes aud one rabbit. 
Another represents three animals which, if 
large, must have been like the hippopota­ 
mus; another appears to represent a mas­ 
todon: on another picture a moose is quite 
plainly delineated. There arc eight repre- 
sedations that arc canoes, much carved, or 
hammocks, which they more resemble. 
One sketch of a mao is very plain ; the 
figure wears a kind of chaplet or crown, 
and was probably chief ol his tribe or clan. 
There arc many fragments of pictures 
where the reek had decomposed. The 
rock is a coarse, soft, white sandstone. On 
one side of the cave is a space, about two 
feet high and two and a bait feet in length, 
made into the wall. Above arc the upper 
fragments of pictures, and below are the 
lower fragments, showing that they were 
made when the rock was entire. From 
the depth to which decompositions reach­ 
ed in this dry and dark cavern, the inscrip­ 
tion mu6t be quite ancient. If the carving 
mentioned really represents the mastodon, 
the work must b&ye been done by the 
mound builders. 
The accumulated sand need to be re 
moved to get a full view, and possibly hu­ 
man remains may be found. The entrance 
to the cave had evidently becu covered by 
land slide, there being left open only a 
small hole, where ti apa have been set for 
coons. The large Durn! :r of these animals 
caught led to the belief that the space in­ 
habited by them must be very large, and 
an investigation led to the discovery of the 
cave. Over the entrance, since the land­ 
slide, a poplar free, eighteen inches In 
diameter has gtown, which shows con­ 
clusively that the cave has not been oc­ 
cupied lor more than a century.

HOW TO MAXE MATCHES. 


E st the 
Sentim ental, but th e S ol- 
pfcm rouft M in d -- A a I n t e r e s t i n g P r o 
cess Described. 


From the Utica Observer. 
There are only seven match maouiactar- 
ers In the state, and but |t went!-five In the 
United states. Within 
the 
past three 
months the manufacturers have formed an 
association, and are practically united. 
There are three factories in New York city, 
one at Frankfort, one at Utica, and two a 
Syracuse. James £au>n, the senior of the 
Utica firm, bas been a manufacturer of 
matches for the past th ttty years. 
Toe 
detail of match-making is an interesting 
one. 
Eaton & Son employ OO hands, and 
in the buey season tarn out 400 gross ol 
matches every twenty-four hours. The 
first process is the sawing ot the blocks. 
Good ’’clear” pine is selected oi an average 
thickness. The blocks when sawed are 
sent down an inclined pland, being led by 
an operator into a machine that cuts them 
cleanly into the 
shape 
required. The 
working of this machine is interesting 
The “cutter” is of finely tempered steel, 
and every movement tells. 
Ii cuts oat 04 
matches at each . stroke, and 
makes 280 
strokes a minute. 
Tne matches are of 
doable length. 
The machine drops the 
matches into a trough which mechanical! v 
leeds them up an inclined 
plane, from 
which they are removed by \ boy and 
taken to the coiling room. 
Tee machine 
which cuis up the blocks vaiy in certain 
details, scene of them cutting a square 
m rtch—known as the old fat hioned “tele­ 
graph match.” From this room Hie match­ 
es are taken to the coiling departm ent 
Tne process ot “coiling” is also a m e­ 
chanical one, and the mechanism is re­ 
markable tor ingenuity. 
Tne matches 
when straightened are put in a hopper and 
“fed oat” by the machine parsing at rogu* 
far intervals between a thick belt and a 
thin one. From a small roll the matches 
are picked up separately and “coiled” w th 
perfect exactness until the roll is as large 
as a good sized cheese. Each nut ch is 
held securely in place. 
Wnen coil d tie 
mass is ready for “dipping.” 
The: e are 
ten coiling machines now in opera'ion in 
this foolery. Each machiue is tip : blo of 
coiling 50 gross per day. The col a are 
evened, heated and then dipped in a boil­ 
ing vat ut sulphur. The precess of dipping 
requires experience. Atter being dipped 
in sulphur they arc further headed by be­ 
ing dipped in a preparation of phi sphorus 
glue, etc.—the exact nature of the com - 
pound being a secret kuowu only to the 
manufacturer. One of the objections to 
matches h&9 been the fact that they mar 
the wall 
and deface wall paper when 
“struck.” 
This 
objection 
has 
at 
last 
been 
removed. 
Alter 
a 
series 
of 
experiments 
extending 
through years, Eaton & Son have at length 
discovered a precess which not only leaves 
the head of the match perfectly white, but 
also makes it lmpcmble gfor any one to 
mar the wail, paper or a delicate surface 
while In the act of stilting. 
As may be 
supposed, the call for this match is very 
great; the firm have beon unable to meet 
the demand. Yesterday, when the writer 
visited the factory, men were employed in 
dipplog the white or “tiger” match. 
The 
great coils when dipped were dried for a 
lew minutes and then passed on to the 
cuting machines 
Up t i this time the 
matches have been of double length, being 
dipped at both ends. They arc Dow cut 
in two with great exacta*-s and rapidity 
and parsed through to the filling room. 
Here twenty-five girls are employed in 
sorting and filling. 
They work with a 
rapidity cf movement that is wonderful. 
Pi settee enables tut rn to take up iust the 
number of matches to fill a tux. 
One of 
the girls employed has Sib d 4.320 boxes of 
matches in a 
day, 
handling 
122.000 
matches.

Some people 
were so zealous in their religious observ­ 
ances as to forget all about the social part 
of their nature. 
Such might be pious and 
good, out they had little strengh or influ­ 
ence because only half developed. 
The 
social clement was one of the strong fea­ 
tures oi the church work. 
It enabled the

the affection of men, and made the religion 
dovetail into the activities of life. There was 
much in the fact of the members of the 
church being brothers and sisters, in truth 
as well as in name.

Books and 
pipers and religious services are provided, 
aud in fact everything to make the Home 
attractive, and keep the seamen out of 
wickedness while in port. Charity is be­ 
stowed where needed, and every possible 
good work done for thcje who “go down 
to the sea in ships that do business in great 
waters.”
